“INTOLERANCE. 


A Mob of Un-American Catho- 
lic Irishmen Again Dis- 
grace the Country.

Lawrence, Mass., July 12.—A serious riot oo- 
curred in this city to-night, resulting from an 
atiack made by a mob upon members of a lodge 
of Orapgemen returning from celebrating the 
Battle of the Boyne by a picnic at 
Laurel Grove, 4 miles up the Mer- 
rimac River. Orangemen from Lowell, 
Woburn, and other towns, participated at the pic- 
nic, which passed off quietly, and no trouble was 
anticipated when they dispersed for the return 
home, though threats had been made in the 
morning, and some of the men carried fire-arms 
in consequence. About a dozen Orangemen, 
with ladies and children, disembarked 
at 8 p. m. at the  steamer-landing 
on Water street, and started to walk up town. 
A crowd of several hundred Irishmen were at 
the landing. and followed them, shouting and 
jeering. Arriving in front of the Pacific Mills. 
the crowd commenced throwing stones. One of 
the ladies was siruck three times and badly 
burt. All of the party were more or less injured 
by missiles thrown at them during the half- 
mile walk to the police station, whither they 
went for protection. Four of the men had on 
regalia, which particularly incensed the mob. 
One of the men was severely burt about the 
bead, and had his sash torn from bim. Arrived 
at the station, word was sent to the Mayer, who 
soon arrived at the scene and undertook to dis- 
perse the mob of men and boys, but without 
avail, Ihe cries and jeers of the mob drowned 
his voice. The Major with a squad of police 
etarted to take the party through the crowd to 
meu homes, Essex street, through which they 
bed to pass, was at this time filled 
for half a mile with the mob. 4 
shower of stones, bricks, and missiles was 
burled at the party as soon as it appeared upon 
the street. With the exception of the Mayor 
every one of the party was hurt. Policeman 
Gummel was knocked down and badly burt. 
James Sponlow, who was endeavoring to protect 
his brother's wife, was knocked down, re- 
ceiving a terrible wound in the head, from a 
brick. At the corner of Union and Spring 
streets the mob made a furious ovelaught on the 
party, when nearly all the police and Orangemeu 
were knockeddown. The latier, in self-defense, 
then drew revoivers and began firing upon the 
mob who, were shouting, Kill the d—dOrange- 
men.” The firing quickly dispersed the mob, who 
scattered in all directions. It is impossible to 
learn the accurate result of the shooting. 80 
far as known, no one was killed ontright, Two 
men, one woman, and a boy 12 years old were 
wounded,--pone seriously. Of the Orangemen 
twelve were wounded by stones and bricks,— 
some of them quite severely,—and four 
policemen were more or less burt. 
The riot lasted two hours and a half, and extend- 
ed over a route of a mile through the 
most thickly-settled portion of the city. It is 
the first serious affair of the kind that has oo- 
curred here since 1852, and is condemned on ev- 
ery hand as most unprovoked. The courage and 
pluck of the Mgyor undoubtedly saved many 
lives. .

A BIT OF HISTORY. 


Hew Engiand and France Narrow. 
hy Escaped intervention in Our 
Late War, 

New Yorx, July 12.—The Tribune to-morrow 
will publish a letter from Thurlow Weed, in 
which he affirms, on trustworthy information, 
that, on three occasions during the first year of 
the Rebellion, Queen Victoria contributed essen- 

-tially to the preservation of peace between this 

country and England. On two occasions Her 

Majesty discountenanced suggestions from the 

French Government which meant war. The first 

was a proposition for the joint intervention of 

France and the object being a recogni- 

tion of the Confederate Government. The next 

was the introduction into Parliament after an in- 
terview by the . Minister with the French 

Emperor of a resolution repudiating our block- 

ake. The popular feeling m England was s0 

strongly in favor of the Confederate States that 
our friends in Parliament and in the 

Cabinet, but for the conviction that their course 


was tacitly approved by their Sovereign, would 


have found themselves unable to successfully 
resist those hostile- measures. When the dis- 
patch demanding the surrender of Mason and 
Slidell was read by Lord Palmerston to the 
Queen, and the consequences of a refusal were 
explained, Her Majesty was startled and dis- 
tressed at the idea of a war with America. Tak- 
ing the dispatch to the Prince Consort, who, 
then in bis last illness, was sitting in 
bis apartmeat, the Queen asked him to 
read it. saving she thought thelanguageand spirit 
were harsh and peremptory. The Prince, con- 
curring in opmion with Her Majesty, subjected 
the dispatch to erasure and interlineations, in 
which amended form it was returned to t Pre- 
mier. In relating this incident to Sir Henry 
Holland, the Queen added: That was the lust 
tune the Prince used his pen.”

AN INDIANA DEMOCRAT’S VIEWS.

Judge W. 8. Holman, Congressman from the 
Fifth Indiana District, and probably the next 
Democratic nominee for Governor of Indiana. 
Judge Hoiman expressed himself freely upon the 
financial question, which be regards as of 
supreme importance. He believes, however: 
that, to insist upon a square isrue between bard 
and soft money now is to disrupt both of the 
great political organizations, with what results it 
would be hard, perhaps impossible, to outline 
at present. Upon the right attitude of the 
Democratic Congress which will assemble next 
fall much depends. The business of the country 
is not in a good shape, yet it cannot be said that 
anything like a panic now prevails, or that any- 
thing of that sort has prevailed. What we ex- 
perienced two years ago was but a premonitory 
symptom of what may happen if our financial 
affairs are not wisely and cautiously adminis- 
tered. The first and most important thing to 
done by the next Congress is to give the 
people an earnest of its intention to 
practice economy, rigid and uncompromising. 
Reform within the ranks of the party now 
in power is quite impossible. Long sccustomed 
to extravagance, luxury, and the corrupt use of 
patronage, it looks naturally to an oppressive 
taxation of the people to furnish it with means 
to continue its pampered existence. That re- 
form in the interests of greater economy is in- 
evitable is a matter about which there can now 
be no doubt. The question is, Who shali effect 
that reform? If the Democratic party refuses 
to undertake the task, then it will be done by 
the Independent party, an organization not yet 
by any means perfect, but which contains with- 
in itself the elements of political power suifli- 
cient to sweep all before it. The Demo- 
cratic party is logically the party of reform. 
It has prestige behind it, and possibilities before 
it.

The first question was whether damage received 
during the voyage between a foreign port and 
port of first arrival by merchandise entered for 
immediate transportation to an interior port of 
destination, under the above statutory pro- 
visions, is to be ascertained at the port of 
} first arrival or at the port of destina- 
tion, If at the port of destination, 
then whetber the ten days within which proof of 
damage is required to be lodged in the Custom- 


such merchandise at last port. After reviewing 
the law, the Attorney-General says he is clearly 
of opinion that the damage received during the 
ocean voyage by goods 1 immediate 
transportation, under Bec. 2. of the re- 
vised statutes, should be ascertained at the port 
of final destination. Sec. 2,027 prohibits any 
allowance for damage on, merchandise that bas 
entered unless proof to ascertain such damage 
shall be lodged in the Custom-House of such 
port where such merchandise has been landed 
within ten days after the landing of such mer- 
chandise. The phrase, port where 
such merchandise has been landed,” is not by its 
terms exclusively applicable to the of first

Insulting a Lady Through 
the Mails. 
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Trial ‘of Messrs. Harris and Smith for 
Sending a Statue to Miss

A pectiiar and unusual case occupied the 
tion of the Criminal Court yesterday morning. 
the first of the kind ever tried id this county. 
A tew weeks ago, it will be remembered, the 
Grand Jury returned an indictment against E. 
W. Harris and Albert Smith, residents of Pala- 
tine, charging them with having im their 
possession an indeveut and immoral model. 
It appeared in evidence before that 
body that the young men not only 
had the model, but that they sent it to a highly 
respectable lady of the village named Amelia 
Avdremana, surreptitiously, through the Post- 
Office, 

What added to the importance of the trial yee- 
terday was the rarity of such cases and the good 
character of the parties implicated, Misa An- 
dremann is a lady of fine personal appearance, 
from W to 30 years of age, and one against 
whose character nothing has ever been 
heard or said where .she was best 
known. The defendants were men 
of about the same age, business-men of the vil- 
lage, and most reapectably connected, their 
parents being among the oldest settlers of the 
county. 

E. F. Banyan appeared for the defendants and 
Mr. Birch, assisted by ex-Sevator Williamson, 
appeared for The People. 

Mise Amelia Andremann was first sworn : She 
lived at Palatine, and knew the defendanis. 
[Witness was tuen shown the model, which was 
the nude form of a man, and recagnized it.] She 
received the model through the Post-Ofiice in 
April, in a box, and E. W. Harris testified be- 
fore the Justice that he sealed it, and Albert 
Smith that be addressed it to her. 

Cross- eramined: The defendants stated in the 
Justice's Court that they did not recollect the 
oo of the box, but did not say that thev 
knew nothing of the contents when sealiug and 


it. 

Charies Peck was sworn: He recognized the 
“model”; bad seen it maw -shop where it 
was made. It was put into the box by Harris, 

en to the drug-store and sealed and ad- 
dressed to Mise Andremann, He took the 
box up to 4 restaurant, again gate it to 
Harris, who said he was going to mail 
it; Smith went with him. Witness followed 
them to the Post-Oifice and talked with them: 
they told him that they had maiiedthe box and 
con to Miss Andremapo. Harris first 
spoke of sending the model, and asked him 
to mail it. He next saw the box at the examina- 
tion before the Grand Jury. He saw defendants 
after the examination before the Justice aad 
they gave him $26 to leave the State, and Harris 
bought him ‘a railroad ticket to Davenport. 
Defendants further told him that if he would 
shoulder the trouble they would pay the cosis 
aud fines in the case. 

Cross- raminad He was now living in Chi- 

o. He had a hand in making the model, but 
did not make the most of it. He made the ar 
and had it in his ion two days. fe di 
not put the model in the box, but it was put io 
in his presence by Harris. He did not take the 
box to the drug-store, nor to the Post-Oflice, and 
was not at the aflice when Miss Andremann got 
it. He did not suggest its being sent to Miss 
Andremann, but Harris dia. 

D. H. Peck testified: He had never seen the 
box or model. Harris told bim that he put the 
box in the Post-Office, and would give his 
brother, Charles Peck, money if be would get 
out of the way. 

Cross examined: Harris told him that he put 
the model in the box and sent it to Lens 
dremanpn, and that he and Smith were clear, and 
peg wens give Charles Peok mopey to leave tae 
State, and had gi him $10 at the time. 

Spencer M testified that be kept a restaur- 
amt at Palatine and saw the model at his place in 
the hands of Charles Peck; Harris aad Smith 
were present, and they were talking together 
about sending it to some one, but no vames were 
mentioned. Peck put the model in his pocket, 
and that was the last he saw of it. 

Cross-ezaminal: He saw Peck take the model 
from his pocket, exhibit it to the defendants, 
and put it in his pocket again, 

David J. Nichneison testitied that he was clerk- 
ing at Palatine, and Harris and Peck came to 
the store for the box in which the model vas. 
He ed the box. Harris took the box 
aud banded it to Peck, who said it would serve 
the purpose for which it was designed. 

Jerome Beonett testified that be knew the de- 
fendapts, and had talked with them about the box 
and model. He mes Harris in Chicago, who 
p to raise money to get Peck out of the 
way. Harris told bim afterward that P had 
left the city, aod that he had given him and 
seen bim off on the train. 

Cross-etamined: He had never seen the 
model in Harris’ or Smith’s possession, and had 
—— to do with making it. 

Louie Carr testified that he lived at Palatine, 
and had seen the model in Peck’s possession, 
and heard Harris ask him for it to sead away. 

Cross-ezamined: Peck had the model in his

At this juncture the prosecution was rested, 
and the State’s Attorney asked that the jury be 
allowed to retite to éxamine the model, its in- 
decent character forbidding its pubiic examina- 
tion. 
The counsel & the defendants remonstrated, 
contending that she model had not been identi- 
tied, and bad not yet been offered in evidence. 

Mr. Birch—I now offer the box and contents in 
evidence. 

Mr. Runyan—I object, because it has not been 
identified by any one. 

The Court—I think the ideatification has been 
sufficient, and will so rule. 

Tbe counsel for the defendants’ excepted, say- 
ing, however, that if the model was to go to the 
jury, he did not care how it went or when, 

The evidence for the defense was then com- 


menced. 

Albert Smith, one of the defendants, was first 
placed upon the stand: He had lived at Palatine 
eighteen years; had never seen the model in 
the box, but wrapped the box for Peck and ad- 
dressed it for him to Miss Amelia Andremann. 
He never had the model in his control, 
never put it in the Post-Offfce,, He had never 
stated to Peck, or any one else, that either bim- 
self or Harris took the box to Post-Office.

KELLEY’S ABSURDITIES. 

The Hon. W. D. Krrixx on Saturday de- 
livered an address at Youngstown, O., toa 
gathering of persons interested in some iron 
mills, which mills ceased operations soon 
after Jay Cooxez and the other wild-cat specu- 
lative jobbers closed their doors in 1873. 
These gentlemen want a return of the specu- 
lative times, when railroads were built by 
bonds and not with money, and when reck- 
less construction companies dealing in bonds 
could pay whatever prices for iron that was 
demanded. Mr. Kir professes to bea 
statesman and to have a broad national policy 
which he proposes as a remedy for all finan- 
cial evils. It was natzrral to expect that he 
would present some ideas which thoughtful 
and intelligent men might consider and 
might apply to the state of the country; 
but Mr. Keuuxy had nothing of the kind. His 
speech wasarehash of the perversions of 
history, a bold disregard of truth, and a 
repetition of the prejudices of intolerant and 
intolerable ignorance. He made assertions as 
of fact which were notoriously unfounded, 
and drew conclusions therefrom in a manner 
that would have been disgraceful in a school- 
boy. 

He represented that the first decade preced- 
ing the issue of greenbhcks was one of free 
trade. The tariff of 1812 wab arranged for 
protection; that of 1846 was one arranged 
fer reyenue. This tariff proved successful. 
Under it manufactures grew and prospered, 
and the revenue far exceeded the wants 
of the Government. So great were these 
revenues that the whole cost of the Mexican 


war was paid without resort to any special 


taxation. In 1857, eleven years later, sc 
large had the surplus revenue become under 
a tariff whose average rate of duties -was but 
26 per cent, that there was a confession made 
by Congress that the duties should all be re- 
duced. In the arrangement of the reduction, 
Mr. Szwaxp, Scuvyrter Corrax, Mr. Morrr1, 
of Vermont, DxWrrr, of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Hewry Witson, now Vice-President, Ham- 
ton Fisu, now Secretary of State, and Gen. 
Banxs, and other Whigs and Protectionists, 
took On the passage of the bill, seven 
of the nine New England Senators voting 
voted for the bill. The same year the bill 
passed there was a financial revulsion, and 
imports and the revenue fell off ; the second 
year there was a partial recovery of business, 
and in 1859 and 1860 the tariff of 1857, which 
had so greatly reduced the rates of the tariff 
of 1846, actually produced the amount of 
revenue contemplated. 

But the country was on the immediate eve 
of a great war. The expenditures of the 
Government increased’ far beyond what had 
been anticipated. The revenue in 1860 was 
insufficient, and resort was had to loans. 
The trouble was not the low rates of tariff, 
but the interruption to business caused by 
the panic of 1857, and the pending political 
disturbances which were to end in war. Sen- 
ator Mornuitx, of Vermont, in a speech made 


since the close of the War, admitted that the 


period of the low tariff between 1858 and 
1861 was the most prosperous in the history 
of American manufactures. It was during 
this period that they begun to export their 
manufactured goods in large quantities to for- 
eign nations. 

Mr, Kir says that dyring this period 
the people deluded themselves with the idea 
that their currency was based on gold, and 
that this period tests the result of hard 
money. The people were not deluded with 
any such idea They knew it was quite the 
reverse. The paper currency consisted of 
the issues of notes under the laws of thirty- 
four different States. The New York, New 
England, Ohio, Louisiana, and Indiana bank. 
notes were good, and wero equivalent to 
coin, and these banks remained good until 
they were abolished by Congress in 1862. 
The other bauks were mostly wild-cat insti. 


-| tations; their notes were not redeemable ; 


many of them were located in the wilder. 


The next charge is that wages were low 
and employment scarce in 1857 after the 


been reduced one-third to one-half, while 
thousands have been thrown out of employ- 
ment; the workmen are reduced to poverty 
and want, roaming from place to place 
begging food; machinery is idle; furnaces, 
rolling mills, mines, and other property des- 
tined before,another year to pass into the 
hands of the Sheriff. This is his own picture 
of the results of fifteen years of high protec- 
tive tariff and of a depreciated paper cur- 
rency. 

The “era of prosperity,” according to Mr. 
Keer, begun with the issue of greenbacks ‘ 
that is, the period of an awful war. That 
was the period when we were adding a 
million of dollars to the national debt every 
day, and were burying on an average 20,000 
of our young men, North and South, on the 
battle-fields every month. That was the pe- 
riod when two iaillions of men were with- 
drawn from productive industry, and the 
countr? was engaged in the work of national 
destruction and annihilation. That was 
Mr. Kxxixr's period of unerxampled pros- 
perity,” because money was cheap, and 
productions scarce, and prices high. We 
question whether there is a sane man in the 
United States besides himself who will claim 
that the period covered by the War 
was not one of horror and desolation, of 
individual misery and suffering, and of gen- 
eral loss and destruction. While all man- 
kind hailed with gladness the retarn of peace 
and the closing of the bloody and destructive 
scenes of desolation, here is this man pro- 
claiming that the period of the War was one 
of scarcity of production and high prices, 
and therefore the most prosperous that the 
country had ever been blessed with. It is 
true that in these days fortunes were made 
and property accumulated by the few, but 
these profits were stained with the blood of 
the men falling in -the War or dying in the 
hospitals. 

He claims that it was prosperous because 
persons owing debts paid them with 
currency at 50 to 60 cents on the 
dollar; that in this way hundreds of 
millions of honest debts were sponged 
out; and, while he cannot hope for another 
civil war, he ihsists that the green- 
back shall be again watered and reduced in 
value by inflation until, with legal-tenders 
worth 50 cents in the dollar, the indebtedness 
of the present day may be again obliterated ! 
This is his idea of good times and commercial 
prosperity. 

Next to the restoration of peace he insists 
that the distress of the country has been due 
to contraction. Unfortunately for his argu- 
ment, there has been no contraction in the cur- 
rency since 1866-67. The orginal issue of legal- 
tenders was $450,000, 000, of which$50,000,000 
was temporary by law. Since then, for every 
dollar of national currency withdrawn, there 
has been several dollars of other curren- 
cy issued. Moreover, the currency has been 
expanded by the increase in its value. The 
volume of money, if computed by its value 
instead of by the number of its pieces, is ex- 
panded cr contracted by the rise or fall in its 
purehasing power. Four hundred millions 
of greenbacks worth 50 cents on the dollar 
are really only 200,000,000 of par dollars; 
but the same number of notes worth 90 cents 
on the dollar are equal to $360,000,000. 
Every 1 per cent added to the value of the 
$750,000,000 of currency now afloat is an 
expansion of the real value of that currency 
of $7,500,000, and the currency of the coun- 
try hes been actually expanded since the 
War in the proportion that its value on the 
dollar has been increased. The talk of con- 
traction is thus shown to be an absurdity, 
negatived by the facts, and contradicted in 
every sense. 3 


CANADA AND GREAT BRITAIN. 

We have already made reference to Lord 
Durrerin’s speech at the London dinner 
given to him, viewing it in the light of the 
criticism which the Standard printed. But 
having defended the Governor-General of 
Canada in his statement that the United 
States Government has no notion of any at- 
tempt to forcibly annex the Canadas, we 
cannot agree with him in his opinion that the 
destiny of the Dominion is irrevocably fixed 
asa part, or province, or dependent of Great 
Britain. The fact is, the attachment or con- 
nection between Canada and Great Britain 
is only sentimental, and the Canadians 
have, to all intents and purposes, an inde- 
pendent political entity. They exercise not 
only the privileges of an independent local 
Government, but, with a single excep- 
tion, the functions of sovereignty. Except 
that they permit Great Britain to nominate 
their Chief Magistrate, whose powers are 
really subordinated to the Ministry dictated 
by the people of Canada, they form a sepa- 
rate and distinct nationality, composite and 
heterogeneous in its character, largely un- 
English, end with a strong national sentiment 
of their own which develops the strongest 
opposition that is felt in Canada to a union 
with the United States. 

The steps toward Canadian independence 
have been so gradual, and have been taken 
with so much good will on both sides, that 
the British have failed to appreciate their full 
extent and importance. A brief enumeration 
of Canada’s reserved powers will show how 
complete the severance has been. Canada 
has her own coinage and monetary system ; 
she not only makes her own money, but has 
adopted the American standard of coin value 
and decimal system of dollars and cents, and 
rejected the British system of pounds, shil- 
lings, and pence; she has her own postal 
system; she frames her own tariff 
and excise law, without any regard to Great 
Britain’s schedule, and levies the same duties 
on British goods as on the products of other 
nations entirely foreign. She does not con- 
tribute one penny to the support of the Home 
Government by taxation or otherwise, The 
public lands of Canada do not belong to the 
British Crown, but to the Dominion, The

ain, and the doubt es to which preponder- 
ates is probably the slender thread on which 
this connection hangs. The population of 
Carhda is far from being entirely loyal to 
Great Britain even in feeling. About one- 
half of it only is thoroughly British ; the 
Irish are not friendly andthe French are 
aliem. There is, therefore, no great strength 
even to the sentimental attachment which 
alone exists between Canada and England. 

It is not likely that the time will be long 
delayed when Canada will demand the privi- 
lege of choosing her own Chief Magistrate, 
now appointed by the British Government; 
and when the is made England will 
not hesitate a moment about granting it. The 
Cangilians are rather flattered as yet by hav. 
ing British Lord sent to live among them, 
particularly as he cannot in any way interfere 
with the laws or the people. But the growth 
of Republicanism and national feeling will 
probably obliterate this relic of aristocracy 
befome the next political generation comes on 
the feld. Then all color of British rule will 
have vanished, and Canada will be a 
sepamate and independent Government 
in mame as well as in fact. Lord 
Durwent’s talk about the destiny of Canada 
being unalterably fixed as a dependent of 
Great Britain was, therefore, a piece of pleas- 
ant and harmless sentimentality, cut from the 
samt thin cloth which forms the union be- 
tween the two Governments. It will proba- 
bly fast until the interests of the Canadian 
people suggest a final and complete severance 
of All bonds, and then it will be done as 
quickly and peacefully as the successive steps 
to that end have been taken heretofore. 


THE BLACK HILLS SWINDLE. 

“The mining-swindle organ of this city is 
beginning to hedge on the Black Hills busi- 
nes& Its correspondent has at last found out 
nome things which he ought to have found 
befure, and which Taz Trarsune correspondent 
gave the publicsome time ago. For instance, 
he has found that the Indian question has 
moélified the programme of the miners; that 
the outfit of the Gorpon expedition has been 
annihilated by the military; that work in sev- 
eralof the mining camps has been suspended 
bechuse the miners do not desire to expend 
time and labor on their claims to have their 
property confiscated and destroyed and their 
diggings wrenched from them”; that the non- 
appearance of the Sioux is an indication of 
their unfriendly spirit; that Prof. Jm has 
beet prospecting with the result that a pan full 
of dirt yields three-quarters of a cent to the pan; 
that some of the miners think the diggings 
are @omposed of ‘‘ spotted camps,” or camps 
that are unreliable, etc. In view of these 
facta, and after conceding that there are 
several sides to the question, this corre- 
spomdent wisely sums up by leaving it to 
each one to draw his own conclusions as to 
the tenability of either position.” Editori- 
ally, the mining-swindle organ also takes the 
back track, and commences hedging against 
the probability of a collapse of this big 
Black Hills balloon. Says the M. S. O. : 

We print anotber letter this morning from our re- 
porter with the Black Hills exploring expodition. As 
will be discovered by perusal, the miners and the 
sclemtiste with Prof, Junnex’s party are at variance 
regagding the richness of the “ diggings.”

If the Chicago Journal will examine the 
matter a little, it will discover that foreign 
merchants and manufacturers do not sell 
goods to American importers any cheaper 
than they sell to other people. Merchants of 
any other nationality can buy goods in En- 
gland, France, Belgium, or Germany, as 
cheaply as Americans. Foreign goods are 
sold in Europe to purchasers at the market 
price; where the purchasers were born or 
came from has nothing to do with the price. 
The American merchant buys goods in Eu- 
rope, Cuba, China, Brazil, or elsewhere 
abroad as cheaply as any other merchant, but 
not cheaper. He ships the goods thus bought 
at the market price to an American port, pays 
the tariff thereon and the cost of transporta- 
tion, and other charges, and adds them 
all to the first cost of the goods, 
and on top thereof lays his profit. 
The consumer pays the whole price— 
first cost, tariff and all, as a matter of course. 
And the domestic manufacturer who makes 
similar goods sells them for about the same 
price, so that the consumer pays substan- 
tially the same price for domestic and im- 
ported goods of equal quality or grade. When 
he buys the foreign article he necessarily pays 
enough to cover the tariff which was ad- 
vanced to the Government by the importer ; 
when he purchases the domestic article he 
also pays the equivalent of the tariff tax; 
but, instead of the money finding its way 
into the Treasury, it goes into the pocket of 
the protected manufacturer. We had sup- 
posed the Journal knew all this already, but 
it has a theory to defend which is in conflict 
with the facts, and hence it is not anxious to 
admit or perceive the truth.

FAIRS {N RUSSLA. 


Primitive Dealings of the Subjects of 
the Czar. 

It is time to throw a last glance upon those 
middle ages and ancient institutions, the fairs, 
for they have already disappeared ia Western 
Europe, and they will eventually disap- 
pear, even in Russia, before the loco- 
motive, which is pushing ite wav 
from Moscow and St. Petersburg to the Ural 
Mountains and Siberian steppes. Commercial 
and mercantile fairs were a necessity for the 
times when communications remained very 
difficult and rare between customers and pro- 
ducers. But what is the necessity now for 
plodding along slowly at a horse pace to reach a 
market, where sales and purchases are to ba 
gone through, when the iron horse can 80 
rapidly convey people and goods to the great 
marts of the world? The celevrated Leipsig 
fair, for books and printing matter, has pearly 
disappeared in Germany; the great Beau- 
eaire fair, southward of Lyons in France, 
where Chinese, Japanese, and all sorts 
of merchants from east and west congregated, is 
hardly a souvenir. The renowned fair of Nijni- 
Novgorod, in Russia, only remains, and this one 
also will soon bea thing of the past. Some of 
the other 6,500 smaller fairs which are yet held 
at Irbit, Charcow, and other Russian towns and 
villages, will continue for some years to be kept 
up, for, despite the energy of Winans and other 


American engineers, it will take a long time be- 


fore the immense territory of Russia will be 
adequately covered by a network of railroads, 
Merchandise to the value of $300,000,000 is still 
warehoused for these fairs. 

The Nijoi-Novgorod fair is the largest and most 
Unportant fair in the world, due mainly to the 
circumstances of ite favorable situation ata 
point where the Oka flows into the Volga, thus 
connecting the industrial provinces of Central 
Russia with the Baltic, Western Europe. and 
Ceutral Asia. The firet fair was held at Nijui 
in 1816. Cotton fabrics are the goods most 
largely dealt in, and constitute a link with Cen- 
tral Asia, which sells its raw cottons and dyes 
principally for calicoes and money. Sales 
are much affected by the prospects of the com- 
ing harvest, which ere supposed to be known by 
the time the fair is held—vamely, from the 25th 
of July to the 25th 6f August. The American 
civil war damaged the cotton market greatly, 
causing a considerable rise in prices, but in 1864 
there was a sudden fall, inflicting enormous 
losses on holders of the commodity. Since that 
time Asiatic cotton has been more largely im- 
ported. The woolen trade, which is mainly cen- 
tered in the Ukraine fairs, is altogether subordi- 
nate at Nijni. 

The trade in furs is intimately connected with 
that of the Irbit Fair, where skins are mostly 
sold undressed, instead of prepared for use. se 
is generally the case at Nijoi. Moscow and A- 
berian merchants bring sables from the Lakutsk 
territory, and squirrel-fur from the shores of 
Obi, Yenisei, and Lena, and the northwest 
European Russia; Polish Jews coming to Nijui 
to exchange beaver, river-otter, and muskrat 
skins for squirrel-ekius. Hare, cat, fox, marten, 
squirrel, and lamb skins are bought up at Nijni 
by speculators, who have them dressed, and 
bring them to market the following year. Dyed 
cat-sking are seut in large quantities to China, 
Goat-skins come to Nijni from the Americans, 
and undressed leatber principally from Samara, 
Siberia, Perm, aud Kasan. 

Tea, which used to be the most important ar- 
ticle of all, meets with a large sale at the fair. 
The chests on their arrival are piled up on the 
banks of the Siberian dock, and covered with 
bast matting. The Russian tea trade is extreme- 
ly complicated, and the commodity passes 
through many hands before it reaches the con- 
sumer. It is brought in the first instance to 
Kiachta by Chinese merchants, who exchange it 
for Russian goods, The buyers sell it to mer- 
chants in Moscow, Irbit, and Nijni, and these 
again dispose of it to traders who visit Nijni, 
puichasing hundreds of chests at atime. As 
every one engagedin the trade levies his per- 
centage, the tea is very dear by ‘the time it 
reaches the consumer. Dealings are based ex- 
clusively ou the invoices, which give so correct 
an account of the weight, class, and quality, that 
the purchaser never thinks of having a chest 
opened. The transactions in commodities of ai] 
descriptions at the Nijui fair ordinarily amount 
oo about 125,000,000 of roubles, equal to $90,000, -

The Causes of the Inundation---Physical 
Geography of the Region. 


Correspondence London Times 

Bompravx, June 27.—I arrived at Bordeaux 
last night, and found that the railway between 
Bordeaux and Toulouse was cut in over a dozen 
places by the inundation. At Cerons, 80 kilo- 
metres from Bordeaux, the country is 

ONE VAST LAKE, 

and the waters are up to the first-floor windows 
of thb bouses. Everything is carried away by 
the force of the current, and dead animals, carts, 
furniture, aod trunks of trees are whirled 
through the village. At Barsac, further down 
the line, everything is under water. The floods 
are spreading in this district, and the villages of 
Arbatzats and Beautiran, with the country round, 
are g@adually being submerged, I am compelled 
to make along circuit round by Perigueux in 
order to reach Toulouse. 

Pagis, June 27.—Accounts received from 
Toul@use, though at present imperfect, show 
that he calamity is far more terrible than was at 
firat gupposed, and it is now believed that some 
hundreds of persons have perisbed. 

TWENTY THOUSAND PERSONS ARE DESTITUTE, 
while the destruction of property is immense. 

Up to Wednesday nobody had any idea that, 
owing tothe heavy rains of the previous week, 
the Garonne would overflow its banks with such 
rapidity. On Tuesday the river indeed was un- 
usually bigh, and some slight damage was expect- 
ed, anqõ h as usually bappens in winter when the 
snow melts, but had anybody suggested precau- 
tions against disaster they would have been 
deemed quite uunecessary. On Wednesday, how- 
ever, the prospect changed; the river became a 
torrent, and by 10 a.m. it reached the level of 
the flood of 1855. It contioued to rise, aud 
measures were taken with desperate ardor to 
hem in the waters, but the attempt was too late. 
They invaded all the low-lying quarters of the 
towm, and at 2 p. m. two of the 
arches of oneof the bridges and twenty houses 
were swept aways, aod the swimming-baths 
and lavatories moored to the banks were burried 
dow the stream, dasbing sgainst the houses 
alongside in their course. At 5 b. m. the water 
rose pver the parapets protecting the populous 
quarter of St. Cyprien, It an bour later it was 
10 feet deep. Boats were bastily got out to 
rescge the inmates of the falling houses, but 
sovefal of them were carried away by the cur- 
rent and dashed to pieces or swamped. 
Iwo boats, manned by eight soldiers, 
were dasned against each other, and 
gan in a pool formed by the gardens of the Civ- 
ii Hospital. Out of thirty persons on board 
only one woman was saved. Several persons 
who tried to escape from the quarter on the left 
bank ou horseback were carried ay by the 
Hooch and perished. In the evening the whole 
q of St. Cyprien was cut off from the rest 
of town, the three bridges being carried

THE CRIES OF THE VICTIMS. 

Ov Thursday morning the whole population was 
in che streets, all classes vying “ith one another 
in their efforts to rescue the victims. The town 
preapoted a heart-rending spectacle; 5,000 to 
6,00@ poor creatures, half-naked, bruised, and 
beni mbed. were conducted ou foot or carried in 
vehitiess or on littera to the military hos- 
pital; many of them were women leading 
theif children by the hand. By the after- 
noom the waters had fallen 6 feet in St. 
Cyp#ien, but both above and below Toulouse 
they extended like an immense lake dotted with 
the bodies of human bemgs and animals, and 
with articles of furniture, while roofs of houses 
and trees nere and there appeared above the 
floog. At 4 p. m. the clergy of St. Nicholas 
went im rocession to the Church de la Daurade 
to eppplicate the Virgin for mercy, and services 
were going on all day in all the churches. 
Abokt 100 corpecs were discovered on 
Thuteday and Friday, and were buried, after 
beigg vhotographed by their friends. Ove of 
the victimes was M. Wohlfart, a retired Major, 
who bad entered a house to save two children, 
whem the walls fell in and buried bim. Bodies 
were discovered in many instances in alleys aod 
f us. Five victims, composing one family 

were found in a .firet-floor room looked 
in an onizing embrace, Those who 
had esca were to be seen stationed

Wasutnorox, D. C., July 12.—The General 
Law Office has been privately advised of the 
purpose of Willis Drummond, ex-Commissioner 
of the Land Office, to obtain possession of the 
land upon which the Illinois Central Depot and 
treight-houses at Chicago are built. If any en- 
tries have been made by Drummond, the fecord 
will not reach Washington until early in Au- 
gust. when the regular monthly reports will be 
received. The Valentine scrip, by which Drum- 
mond has commenced proceedings to obtain 
title to this vatuable tract, has a peculiar history. 


Valentine owned a valuable ranche in Cali- | 


fornia. Through some mistake of the General 
Land Office, the survey of this ranche was sold, 
and Valentine illegially divested of his title. 
He came to Congress, but was not successful till 
1872, when Congress passed a general law which 
provided for the Authority under which the 
Valentine scrip wat issued. This law presented 
means by which Valentine might obtain redress, 
through the California Court, and also gave 
bim an option to locate this scrip upon any un- 
oceupied,and unappropriated publicl and of the 
United States, whether these lands were sur- 
veyed or unsurveyed. Valentine took advantage 
of this option. The clause of the law 
under which he made his election is this:

THE VALUE OF THIS SCRIP TO LAND-SHARKS. 

This special clause gives to this scrip a very 
extraordinary advantage over all other scrip, 18 
it permits tue holder of the scrip to locate tracts 
of unsurveyed land. The ecrip thus becomes a 
letter-of- ue, and affords land-sharks ex- 
traordio vantages for oppreasion. It has 
remained for an ex-Commissioner of the Land 
Office first to take advantage of this scrip 
on an extensive scale. It bas been 
against the policy of the General Land Office to 
have such legislation passed. Similar legislation 
was attempted last winter, but defeated through 
the influence of the preeent Commissioners. The 
Valentine scrip, however, was issued to the 
amount of 15,000 acres, and is now forsale by 
Valentine. He has sold some of it at $12.50 
per acre. It is some of this scrip which ex- 
Commissioner Drummond must have obtained, 
and it is needless to say that Drummond has pe- 
culiar information, as the supposed defects of 
the title to the Illinois Central property could 
only have been 

OBTAINED BY VIRTUE OF HIS OFFICE 

as Commissioner of the Land Office. Gray and 
Britton are Drummond's law partners. Con- 
gress, by special law, has forbidden commen 
clerks to make use of sny knowledge which they 
may have derived in the Departments for their 
own benefit within a period of two years, after 
they have left the service, but there is no law 
which will prevent Willis Drammond, ex-Com- 
missioner, from engaging in operatioas of this 
sort. Tue present Commissioner of the General 
Land Office has for some time been advised that

Letter from Ex-Secretary McOul- 
loch, 


Why the Credit of the Nation Abroad 
Is Not Higher than lt Is. 


Mainly Because the States Have Not Kept 
Faith with Their Creditors. 


n 
Loxpox, June 19th, 1875.—To the Editor of 
the New York 1ribune:—Nothing ia our history. 


ever, to 80 great a degree, surprised the military 
men and the statesmen of Europe, as the man- 
ner in which our great army wae disbanded at 
the Close ofjthe late civil War. Nothing, certainly, 
has, to such an extent, commanded the admira- 
won of her financiers as the commencemed and 
persistent reduction of our nationaldebt. That 
early a miliion of men, a large part of whom 
had been long enough in the field to acquire a 
love of military life, should, when their work 
had been finished, go back to their homes will- 
ingly, peaceably, without a single instance of 
violence or disturbance, to resume their former 
occupations ; that a nation impoverished,—for I 
think we have now come to a realizing sense of 
the fact that two-thirds of the States could 
not, for four years, be engaged io sub- 
duing and devastating the other third, without 
being impoverished, no matter what stimulus 
the War might have given to many branches of 
industry, or what apparent prosperity might 
have been created by a redundant currency,— 
that a nation, impoverished by one of the sever- 
est, bloodiest, and most expensive contests that 
has ever been waged, should, almost before the 
smoke had been lifted from tks battle- 
field, begin the payment of its debt, are 
facta that have excited, as I have said, the 
enthusiasm and commanded the sdmiration of 
military men, statesmen, and financiers througb- 
out Europe. Do not these facts indicate the ex- 
cellence of Republican institutions, and the 
power, the uprightness, and the practical good 
sense of a self-governed people? What will the 
te Republic do with ite army now that the 

ebellion bas been subdued? What will a peo- 
ple, every man of whom is 4 voter, do with 
their vast debt when the question of taxa- 
tion for its payment has to be calmly considered ? 
were questions which one might have heard 
asked—tauutingly by our enemies, doubtfully 
by our friends—in military, political, aod finan- 
cial European eireles in e spring of,1865. 
One of these questions bas beep detinitely an- 
ewered; the other isin a fair way of being so. 
The army of the United States is now a police 
force, sufficient merely for the protec- 
tion of the frontier settlements against the 
scattered Indian tribes which still have a pre- 
carious existence in the Western Terfritories,—a 
police force ecarceiy more numerous or expen- 
sive than that of the single City of London. 
The debt—tkree thousand millions of dollars in 
1865—will virtually disappear with the present 
century. The oonv-existence of a standing army 
in the United States makes liberal-minded men 
everywhere hopeful in regard to the ca- 
pacity of men for self-goverument, and causes 
millions in Europe to * look across the sea for 
a reiuge against subjection to military duty: 
while the steady reduction of the national debt 
gives investors confidence in the national in- 
tegrity. 

THE STIGMA OF REPUDIATION. 

The question then arises, How happens it that 
the national credit is not higher than it is ? 
Why is it not, as it ought to be, higher than that 
of any other nation ? 

I answer, it is mainly because the Fates have 
not kept.faith with their creditors. The losses 
which, in the last two years, have been sustain- 
ed by European investors through the failure of 
railroad companies in the United States have 
been enormous and di*tressing, aud private 
companies fail on this side the Atlantic as weil 
as on the other. So far I do not understand that 
any of our private companies have at- 
tempted to repudiate their dobts. If they 
bad the disposition to do so, they could not. 
They can be reached through the courts, and 
there has been no lack of fidelity on the part of 
our Judges in holding corporations to their en- 
gagements. It is not corporations, but States, 
which lie under the stigma of repudiation. The 
failure of railroad companies is undoubtedly 
what, just now, most severely troubles 
mvestors, and prevents the success of 
all loans except those which are 
offered by well-known and  dividend- 
pavieg corporations ; but such failures create in 
the minds of far-seeing aud thoughtful men 
no distrust of American credit, comparable with 
that which is created by the bad 
ereign Stabes. . 

Europeans. especially Enelishmen, deal liber- 
ally with insolvency. There is uo country in the 
world in which an honest insolvent debtor 
finds less difficulty in “arranging” bis 
debts than in England. His creditors ask 
only that he sbail pay what he can 
and this baving been done, be can start again, 
relieved of his burdens. Englishmen are toler- 
aot of insolvency, but there are no words in 
their language strong enough to express their 
detestation of repudiation. It is the repudia- 
tion, abeolute or partial, by many of the States 
which casts a dark shadow over American credit, 
and compels the Government to pay 6 per cent 
interest, instead of 4, on a large ‘portion 
of its debt Fortunately, the number. of 
those who hold bonds of States which have not 
kept faith with their creditors is net in Burope 
very large, but it is e enough to diminish 
seriously the de e bouds of the Gov- 
ernment. A majority) European investors 
have entire faith in th® integrity of the United- 
States as a nation. They know what the Federal 
Government bas done in times past. Thev know 
that in the darkess days of the War. and 
just at its close, when the debt seemed 
overwhelming, it paid in coio large amounts of 
bonds which had matured, although the tempta- 
tion to extend them was difficult to be resisted, 
and they doubt pot that a credit which has been 
maintained under circumstances the most 
trying will, be maintained to the end. If to 
the investors who have this faith in the 
Governmént could be added those who are suf- 
fering by being holders of bonds of States which 
are wholly of partiallyin default, and who in 
consequence turn their backs upon everything 
American, and those who judge the nation by 
its components, competition among buyers would 
be largely increased, funding would not languish 
as it now does, and the burden of the debt, by a 
— of interest, would be speedily dimm- 
ished.

the States prevents an enforcement of their ob- 
ligations, and this it was that made so appropri- 
ate and truthful the remark of our eminent and 
high-minded jurist : 

It is expected that the action of a sovereign 
State will be characterized by a more scrupulous 
regard to justice, and a higher sense of morality 
than belong to the ordinary transactions of in- 
dividuals.” . 

The creditors of the States have nothing to 
rely upon for the fulfillment of their obligations 
but their integrity and their honor; these, there- 
fore, should be observed with the strictest fi- 
delity,—in spirit and letter. Are they so ob- 
served, I will not say by the States that are pav- 
ing nothing—pleading inabilty to pay by reason 
of the effects of the war upon their resources 
as an excuee for not trying to do anything for 
their oreditore—but are they so observed by 
States that have no such excuse to offer? Let 
us see. 

PAYING PROMISES TO PAY. 

Before the passage of the Legal-Tender acts, 
the States had almost without exception been 
borrowers of money, and for the money the 
borrowed they issued their bonds payable in dol- 
lars. Have a majority of them made good, are 
they now making good, their agreements ? 
Has their treatment of their creditors 
been characterized +? a “scrupulous regard 
to jhetice, and by a high sense of honor?” 
Have they kept faith, are they now keeping 
faith, with their creditors? Have they not, on 
the coutrary, for vears past, withheld from them 
50, 40, 30 per cent? Are they not now withhold- 
ing nearly 20 per cent of what is justiv their 
due? They are paying, it is true, in what Con- 
gress has decided to be lawful money; but 
what after all 
promises, which are worth just what they 
sell for in the market, aud no more? 
They have been declared to be lawiul money, but 
they certainly are not the kind of money which 
was borrowed by the Stat@B, and which the States 
agreed to pay in return for the money they bor- 
rowed. Are they, in any true meaning of the 
word, money ? it not preposterous to call 
money promises to pay money, which can only 
be converted into money by the payment of a 
heavy discount? Facts are etubborn things, 
which cannot be ignored; and the fact 
cannot be denied that many of our States are 
only making partial payment to their creditors. 
Availing themselves of a law for the existence 
of which they are in part responsibie, every 
time they bave paid the interest on those bonds 
since the of the Legal-Tender acta, they 
they have compelled the holders to take, now a 
half. pow a third, and now a fifth less than was 
called for by their contracts.

SHERIDAN’S BLUNDERBUSS. 
HE FIRES IT AND KILLS A HOST. 

When Commissioner Sheridan came down yee- 
terday morning he gathered around him all the 
reporters be could find and proceeded to make 
some of those startling disclosures about the 
Colvin regime and the little tricks practiced by 
all the underlings of the departments. He first 
touched upon Joe Forrest's letter in yesterday 
morning’s TRIBUNE, and again asserted some of 
those bitter statements about ballot-boxes, 
which so harshly grate upon the City Clerk's 
poetic ear. In addition he inquired what Mr. 
Forrest knew about the sending of messengers 
from the City Hall to the Eighth-Ward polls im- 
mediately after the returns had commenced to 
come into the Central Station. If Mr. Forrest 
does not wish to reply,” said he, tell him I 
will answer it for bim with an affidavit.” He 
then proceeded to inquire if M. B. Bailey got 
his office of Superintendent of Buildings, and 
Otto Bluhm his G. B. ticket of leave,“ simply 
because one was opposed to the adoption of the 
Charter of 1872 a littie less than the other one 
was in its favor. He continued as follows: 

“Tf it be true that Mr. Forrest was so ex- 
treme! anxious about the security of 
the ballot-boxes as to cause the combination of 
the’ lock to be changed, why was it that he 
seemed so indifferent about these same boxes 
that, when informed that some of them were out 
in the cold, that he did not take the troubie to 
come to his offic§ and lock them up, bat, on the 
contrary, sept their keepers a ging for some 
place in which to put them? hy did be not 
take them home the next day, to ascertain tne 
whereabouts of these boxes, in order that he 
might not make a mistake as to the place where 
they were placed, and as to whether they were 
sealed or unsealed? My old friend is generally 
very correct in all his statements, but, fortu- 
nately for him, he was mistaken, at least, ov this 
occasion. Three reporters—one of the ost 
and Mail, ove of the Journal, and one of Tux 
Tuts unE—saw these boxes in the private ollice 
of the Supermtendent of Police, in the north- 
west corner of the ofiice. I saw them there my- 
self. I saw them there unsealed; that they 
were not sealed; the reporters saw the same. 
So much for Mr. Forrest. 

„I will proceed to ask afew more questions 
about why the fine of the can-can proprietor was 
revoked by the Mayor. 

“Why did not the Superintendent order the 
suppression of the can-can show ? 

‘*Why did Justice Summerfield refuse a war- 
rant for the arrest of the can caniste when ap- 
plied to for one, in order that the police might 
be protected iu the discharge of their duty? 

“ Why, after the arrest and conviction of the 
proprietor in the. Police Court, and subsequently 
in the Criminal Court, aud atter the une had 
been paid, did the Mayor, unlawfully, remit that 
fine ? 

“ Why did the Mayor usurp a power not con- 
ferred upou him, aud strictly prohibited beiog 
exercised unless by a two-thirds vote of all the 
Aldermen authorized to be elected ? 

Sec. 8 of Chap. 13, revised city charter, says: 
‘ Neither the Mayor nor Common Council shall 
remit any fine or penalty imposed upon any per- 
son for the violation of the jaws aud ordinances 
of said city. unless two-thirds of all the Alder- 

men authorized to be elected shall vote for such 
release or rsmission.’ » 

“Why did the Mayor, after having disregard- 
ed a judgment rendered in ove court, and af- 
tirmed in the other, grant a permit to the same 
John Hickey, proprietor of the can-can, to run 
his dirty, indecent show for thirty days on the 
West Side ? 

‘Why is it chat revealments made to the 
Grand Jury are disclosed to interested parties 
befqre the rising of the next day’s sun, and 
while the Grand Jury is yet delhberacing on the 
subject matter of the revealmeut ? 

“Who makes those disclosures? Why is it 
that the party making the disclosures bas some- 
times misinformed interested parties as to tie 
nature of the proceedings before the Grand 
Jury to the prejudice of the witness testifying 
before the Grand Jury? 1 think, gentiemen, 
that these assertions will sufficiently indicate 
the extent of the combination, and the ramitica- 
tions that this Board has to contend with in the 
discharge of its duties.” 

The reporters for the evening papers drew a 
long breath, sharpened their Fabers, and pushed 
their ceaquests further. Supt. Rehm was first 
visited. Of course he denied all knowledge 
about the ballot-boxes that were stowed away in 
his room. Mayor Colvin, after an enormous 
amount of equivocation, was finally cornered 
aud brought to time. Then said: 

“Oh, yes, I remember that very well. I did 
remit the fine, and I'litell you why. Because 
he was poor, and it took away all the money he 
bad. The place was shut up, and he promised 
never to open it again. The nuisance was abat- 
ed. His friends came to me and represented 
that he was a poor devil, and I listened to his 
story; I felt that he had done wrong and want- 
ed to do right; 1 felt like giving him a chance. 
The law authorizes me to do this. I may remit 
tines where I hold it to be og There is no 

estion about that? I will say this, though, 
that I don’t do as Mr. Sheridan does; I don't 
dismiss men before they have had a trial.“ 

Joe Dixon was next interviewed, but would 
not commit himself further than to say that he 
courted an investigation. Commissioner Sber- 
idan apologizes for the brief ness and incom- 
pieteness of his exposure by stating that he 
witbhoids otber facta for the sake of securing 
affidavits previous to their being published. And 
besides, he claims that the time has not yet 
come for his final and parting shot. He seems 
to take an especial pleasurein torturing bis op- 
ponents, and keeps tightening the screws on 
them until he feels assured that they will have 
neither the * ae nor courage left to show 
battle in return. No really interesting disclosures 
can be made until those affidavits are produced, 
and when they are, such a bowl will go up as 
never went up before.
